7 A recent article on the Revised Standard Edition of the Bible in 
a publication of national circulation brought great numbers of requests 
for further information. Also, the publishers of the new translation of 
the Bible announce for it an immense sale. In view of this great in- 
terest, we believe our readers will welcome the use of this page, this 
month, for important facts concerning this translation. 


I. Historical facts concerning Biblical Translations. 

Each new translation of the Bible from the original Hebrew and 
Greek manuscripts into the English language has brought forth violent 
protests and sometimes persecutions. In the years 1525-1535, William 
Tyndale worked from original manuscripts on translations which were 
intended to make the Biblical writings understandable in the common 
language of the people. Moreover, scholarly accuracy characterized his 
work. So true and well-phrased were his translations that they formed 
the basis of subsequent versions of the Bible. Yet Tyndale was compelled 
to flee from England, and was finally strangled at stake and his body 
burned. 

The King James Version published in 1611 endured bitter attacks; 
and the personal integrity of the translators was repeatedly impugned. 

Likewise, the American Standard Version published in 1901 proved 
unwelcome, particularly to those who missed many beautiful phrases 
of the King James Version. 





II. Why There Is Need for the New Translation. 

There were four major reasons for producing the Revised Standard 
Edition of the Bible, which was published in its entirety in 1952. 

1. At the time that the King James Version was prepared, only a 
few late medieval manuscripts were available. For the new version 
earlier manuscripts, with fewer errors of copying, have been available. 

2. The past seventy-five years have brought valuable new dis- 
coveries in the archaeology of the Bible lands. Scholars now have rich 
new knowledge of the history, geography, and cultures of these lands, 
together with new resources for understanding the original meanings 
of the Biblical languages. 

3. The seventeenth-century English of the King James Version has 
increasingly proved difficult of understanding for most modern readers. 
Illustrations of the changed meaning of many words will be given in 
later paragraphs. 

4. All scholars acknowledge the general excellence of the King 
James Version, yet it contains a substantial number of errors in trans- 
lation, some infelicities in expression, and some renderings that are 
obscure. 
























Ill. How the Translation Was Accomplished. 

A revision committee of thirty-two members was formed, repre- 
senting many evangelical Protestant denominations, together with one 
Jewish scholar who was chosen because of his specialized knowledge of 
the Hebrew language. Later, other scholars were elected to the com- 
mittee and a large advisory committee, representing evangelical de- 
nominations, was formed. 

The theological position of the Committee is thus stated: “Neither 
was the choice of words or reading of the text governed by theological 
presuppositions. Readers who find a cherished meaning or association 
lost at one place or another may be tempted to accuse the translators 
of reading into the text their own beliefs, or reading out of it something 

' in which they did not believe. It may be solemnly and emphatically 
stated in all good faith and conscience that only one theological assump- 
tion has dominated the work of the Committee, and that is the firm 
conviction that taking seriously the belief in divine revelation makes 
it obligatory to seek only the real meaning of every word and sentence 
in the Scriptures, and to express that meaning as exactly and adequately 
as it can be done in English.”
